Washington, Feb. 26 —(/P)—New

Roosevelt has invited them to a 
gel-acquainted session at the White 
House. 


News of the president's unusual 


invitation 
came 
simultaneously

The group of House Democrats, 


while disclaiming any intention of

Mr. Roosevelt's letter,
